The Government's case against 
Matthew J. Connelly and T. 
Lamar Caudle, former Truman 
Administration officials, went 
to the jury at 11:22 a.m. today, 
following instructions from 
United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen. 

After an hour's deliberations, 
the jury went to lunch at 12:35 
p.m. and returned at 2 p.m. it 
was still considering the case 
more than an hour later. 

Connelly, formerly appoint- 
ments secretary to Truman, and 
Caudle, who headed the Justice 
Department’s tax division, could 
be sentenced to five years in 
prison and fined $10,000 if con- 
victed of .conspiring to defraud 
the Government in the handling 
of a tax case. 

At 2:45 p.m. the jury asked to 
see a number of exhibits intro- 
duced as evidence by the Gov- 
ernment, including letters writ- 
ten and received by Connelly 
and Caudle and records of tele- 
phone conversations of the de- 
fendants with other persons. 

Judge Hulen told the jury to 
disregard that part of the in- 
dictment which alleged the de- 
fendants conspired to commit 
bribery, perjury, make false 
statements, violate the corrupt 
practices act and internal reve- 
nue laws. 


“I have eliminated § these 
charges from your considera- 
tion,” the court ‘said. 


Elimination of this portion of 


the indictment was considered 
a major victory by defense 
attorneys. 


One Charge Remains. 

Judge Hulen said the charge 
against the defendants “is that 
they allegedly conspired to de- 
fraud the United States of the 
faithful and unbiased judgment 
of Connelly and Caudle” in 
matters that came to their at- 
tention in their official capaci- 
ties. 

The jury was told that the 
indictment charges that Connel- 
ly, Caudle and Harry I. Schwim- 
mer, attorney for tax evader 
Irving Sachs of St. Louis, “did 
conspire and confederate with 
each other and others” starting 
about November 1945 and con- 
tinuing until December 1950. 

Judge Hulen pointed out) 
that, in that period, Connelly | 
was the President’s appoint- 
ments secretary and Caudle was 
an Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of the tax division. 

“The Government is relying 
on circumstantial evidence,” the 
judge said. “Circumstantial evi- 
dence may be as positive and 
conclusive as direct evidence.” 

Issue of ‘Reasonable Doubt.’ 


However, he cautioned the 
jury that an indictment is an 
accusation only and that the 
guilt of a defendant must be 
proved “beyond all reasonable 
doubt.” He explained the dis- 
tinction between “reasonable 
doubt” and “possible doubt.” 

Caudle was wearing a black 
suit, Connelly a light gray one 
in the courtroom 
Caudle’s wife had the same seat 
in the spectators’ section she 
occupied since start of the trial 
May 7. 

Schwimmer's wife was pres- 
ent for the first time since 
May 28 when her husband was 


removed as a defendant be- 
cause of illness. Schwimmer, an 
attorney formerly of Kansas 


City and now of Puerto Rico, 
represented Sachs, a_ shoe 
broker, when Sachs was seek- 
ing to avoid prosecution on an 
income tax charge.

But their committee == on 
genetic effects emphasized that 
any amount of radiation, how- 
ever small. is genetically unde- 
sirable It said mankind must 
try to balance the benefits from 
using atomic energy in various 
ways against the radiation risks 
involved. The committee ad 
vised, “keep the dose as low as 
you can.” 

In proposing a genera! limit 
| on radiation, the geneticists rec- 
ommended that the people of 
the United States be protected 
against having more than 10 
roentgens reach their sex or- 
gans, on the average, through 
the first 30 years of their lives 
This should be “by whatever 
controls may prove necessary.’ 

4 roentgen is a unit of radia- 
tion strength. An average den- 
tal X-ray, for example, delivers 
five roentgens to the patient's 
jaw but only five thousandths 
of a roentgen of stray radiation 
to remote parts of the body

House Statement Modified. 

The foreign relations grout 
slightly modified a ‘statement 
of policy” written into the bil!

said. They estimated that each 
person in the United States re- 
ceives, on the average, a total 
accumulated dose to the sex 
glands of three roentgens in a 
30-year period. 
Effect of Bomb Tests. 


Atomic weapon tests, if con- 
tinued at the same rate as in 
the last five years, would give 
United States residents a 30- 
year accumulated does of one- 
tenth of a roentgen, it was es- 
timated. This figure was said 
to be accurate within “a factor 
of five’’—-that is, the dose prob- 
ably would be between .02 
roentgens and one-half roent- 
gen. Doubling the rate of test- 
ing would double tht fall-out 
dose, it was added. 

Looking toward the day of an 


atomic electric industry, the 
geneticists said: 
“As yet the general popula- 


tion has not received radiation 
from atomic power plants or 
from the disposal of radioactive 
wastes. These are future sources 
of radiation that might become 
dangerous.” 

The genetics report pointed 
out that background radiation is 
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combinations, 


—inherited changes in germ 
cells—that now result in ob- 
servable genetic defects in about 
two per cent of the children 
born in the United States. These 
include mental defectives, epi- 
leptics, bleeders, malformed 


children and those having var- 
ious other congenital defects. 


Increase in Defectives. 


If thig background were in- 
creased by the 10 Roentgens 
permissible under the geneti- 
cists’ recommendation. they 
said, the birthrate of these de- 
fectives would increase by 25 
per cent over the course of 
many generations. 

In other words, background 
radiation will account for 2.- 
000,000 observably defective 
children among the 100.000,000 
children that will be born to 
the present United States pop- 
ulation 

“A dose of 10 roentgens 
would, on the above basis, give 
rise to some 50,000 new in- 
stances of tangible inherited de- 
fects in the first generation, 
and about 500,000 per genera- 


tion ultimately, assuming of 
course an indetinite continua- 
tion of the 10-roentgen  in- 


creased rate and also assuming 


a stationary population,” the 
report said 

The geneticists recommend- 
ed a “vigorous movement” by 


the nation’s medical authorities 
to reduce X-ray exposure to 
“the lowest limit consistent 
with medical necessity: and in 


particular that they take steps 


to assure that proper safeguards 


always be taken to minimize 
the radiation dose to the re- 
productive cells.” 
Extent Disturbing. 

Various uses of X-rays now 
account for roughly one-third 
of the recommended 10-Roent- 
gen allowance. 

“This is roughly the same 
as the unavoidable dose re- 


ceived from background radia- 
tion,” the genetics committee 
said. “It is really very surpris- 
ing and disturbing to realize 
that this figure is so large, and 
clearly it is prudent to exam- 
ine this situation carefully. It 
is folly to incur any X-ray ex- 
posure to the gonads which can 
be avoided without impairing 
medical service or progress.” 

Chairman of the _ genetics 
committee, Dr. Warren Weaver 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
said it was “stupid genetically” 
to use X-ray for the fitting of 
shoes. He referred to X-ray 
devices sometimes used in shoe 
stores under no medical super- 
vision. 

In a press conference yester- 
day, Dr. Weaver condemned 
also the practice by some ob- 
stetricians and pediatricians of 
making X-ray pictures of a 
pregnant woman, “merely to 
show them how beautifully 
formed is the skeleton of her 
baby.” without regard to the 
hazards of the dose of three or 
four roentgens being adminis- 
tered. 

Conclusions of the. genetics 
committee overshadowed the 
others because of their impli- 
cations for the future of man- 
kind.

Agriculture and food supplies, 


Dr. A. Geoffrey Norman, Uni-

in developing better crops, but 
it is not likely to be useful in 
improving animal breeds. Ad- 
ditional research on radioactiv- 
ity in food is urgently needed 
Radioactive contamination has 
increased and is “measurable 
and inescapable,” 
extremely smal!

“It is significant that Robert 
Kennedy, attorney for the sub- | 
committee, stated to me: ‘When 
we ran across your name (as

CASE OF TWO IS

Springfield, Mo., and his wife. 
The Trumans are friends of 
Connelly. Ralph Truman is a 
cousin of former President Tru- 
man. 

“It is not necessary for each 
member of a conspiracy to act 
or carry out all acts of the con- 
spiracy to be guilty,” Judge 
Hulen said. 

He advised the jurors it was 
immaterial to the charge wheth- 
er the conspiracy accomplished 
its purpose. 

In his one-hour charge to the 
jury, Judge Hulen said: “‘The 
matter of intent is an essential 
element of the Government's 
case. You must not only believe 
the defendant committed an act 
but that it was intentionally 
done for purposes as set forth 
in the indictment.” 

In closing arguments yester- 
day, Government counsel told 
the jury the evidence warranted 
a verdict of guilty, while de- 
fense attorneys insisted the 
prosecution’s case was based 
on “suspicions, innuendo and 
inferences.” 

‘Can't Take Anything.’ 

“You can't hold public office 
and take anything,” Wyllys S. 
Newcomb, chief Government 
counsel, said in analyzing evi- 
dence introduced to show that 
Connelly and Caudle received 
oil royalties from Schwimmer. 

Newcomb criticized Con- 
nelly’s explanation that he gave 
$750 to Schwimmer in payment 
for an oil royalty, not knowing 
the attorney had purchased it 
for $3600 

“Connelly was an_ investi- 
gator,”’ the Government lawyer 
emphasized. ‘‘He had been chief 
investigator for the Truman 
Committee. A man in Con- 
nelly’s position doesn't enter | 
into a transaction under these 
circumstances without knowing 
what it’s about. 

“He knew they intended to 
give him an economic benefit. 
If Matt Connelly knowingly and 
willingly agreed to accept one 
single penny, his guilt is un- 
mistakable.” 

Newcomb described as incred- 
ible Connelly’s account of the 
$750, particularly since Tru- 
man's appointments secretary 
received payments totaling 
$2400 on the royalty and then 
sold it after two years for a 
profit of $1600. 

Meant to Buy Influence. 
Schwimmer intended “to pur- 
chase influence from Connelly,” 
and the two men, in an effort 
to make the oil royalty trans- 
fer appear as a legitimate trans- 
action, set up a series of loans 
and interchange of checks, New- 
comb stated. 

Taking up the Caudle royalty 
—an interest in profits from 
production of oil land — the 
Government attorney also re- 
jected the defendant's testi- 
mony that Schwimmer bought 
him the royalty over his pro- 
test and he received not “one 
cent” from it. 

“Caudle indorsed the royalty | 
checks and he signed the order 
transferring the royalty to him,” 
Newcomb said. “This is evi- 
dence that he accepted it. 

“Unless you believe his ex- 
planation, these documents are 
the conclusive evidence against 
him. His signature on the trans- 
fer order and on the oil royalty 
checks is his consent to the 
transaction.,”’ 

Defense attorneys had ar- 
gued that Connelly and Caudle 
had done nothing worse than 
United States District Judge 
Roy W. Harper, who did not 
send Sachs to prison on his 
plea of guilty to evading $128,- 
721 in income taxes. 

The judge, who fined Sachs 
$40,000, took into consideration 
medical reports stating he was 
suffering from an advanced 
case of epilepsy. 

‘Cover,’ Prosecutor Says. 

Newcomb charged that. the 
defendants were trying to use 
Judge Harper and others as a 
“cover” to excuse their own 
actions.

The vote was reported unof- 
ficially as 14 to 6 in favor of 
the bill which went far beyond 
President Eisenhower's request 
and seemed certain to set off a 
fight on the House floor. 

Housing is on the White House 
list of bills Mr. Eisenhower 
wants passed before Congress 
adjourns 

The House committee voted 
for 50,000 public housing units 
a year for a three-year period 
starting Aug. 1. In addition, it 
voted for 10,000 units in each 
of the three years for public 
housing specifically designed 
for elderly persons. 

These proposals would 
short of the 135,000 units | 
a year, up to a limit of 500,000 
units, proposed in a Senate- 
passed bill 

The Senate also voted for 75,- 
000 extra rental units for a five- 
year period.

Dulles’s Happy Mood. 


Secretary of State Dulles was 
in a_ particularly  serendipic 
mood yesterday. He downgrad- 
ed the President's illness to an 
“ijndisposition.” He saw no 
reason why this indisposition 
should hamper the efforts of 


the Administration to restore 
the $1,100,000,000 cut in for- 
eign aid appropriation. And he 


was full of bounce and opti- 
mism about many other things. 
He was questioned closely, 
example, 
dent’s recent sympathetic re- 
marks about the reasons why 
some states preferred to re- 
main neutral in the world 
struggle, and about his own ref- 
erences last Saturday to the 
“immorality” of neutrality, 
But he saw no difference be- 
tween them on this subject. “I 
had a long discussion with him 
(the President) in the course of 
other matters on Thursday aft- 


ernoon, and I can assure you 
that there is no difference 
whatever in our points of 
view,’ he said 

Similarly, the Secretary of 
State was asked about the 


criticisms in. Asia about the 
weakness of the Southeast Asia 
mutual defense treaty, but he 
said’ he was not aware of any 
“general rising criticism in 
Asia.’ 

Also, he was pleased with the 
progress that was being made in 
strengthening the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization; and he 
denied that the disarmament 
talks with the Russians were 
in a state of stalemate. 


Comment on Shepilov. 


This was Dulles in his most 
optimistic mood. When he was 
asked about Soviet Foreign 
Minister Shepilov's forthcoming 
visit to Egypt, his only comment 
was that Shepilov seemed to be 
following the Dulles habit of 
relying on personal diplomacy 
rather than on written com- 
munications through the em- 
bassies. 

And his main point about the 
recent speech by Nikita 5S.

But part of a successful re- 
covery from major illness after

to recognize this in his state- 
ment on Feb. 29 in which he 
said he would seek a second 
term, but would at the same 
time observe certain limitations 
both in the Presidency and in 
the political campaign.

We shall be obliged always to 
be picking our chief magis- 
trates from among wise and 
prudent athletes — a small 
class.”’

“At the same time, we should 
also recall that a long list of 
routine tasks, each of which ap- 
pears ‘nonessential’ when 
viewed by itself, may well add 
up to an inspired performance 
of a great function of state. The 
President cannot be a success- 
ful chief of state if he turns 
all the little ceremonies and 
visits over to the Vice Pres 
ident. He cannet :ead Congress 
if he is unwilling to spend 
hours listening to Congress- 
men. And he cannot be a vigor- 
ous Commander-in-Chief unless 
he studies the defense budget 
item by item.

I'm no expert on the Railroad Re- 
tirement Act, but the letter by M1 
Heater deserves some comment. 

True, the railroader pays 644 per 
cent of his pay into the Railroad Re- 
tirement Fund. That's a lot of mon- 
ey. But the railroads are required 
to match this contribution 


In addition the railroads are re- 
quired to contribute to an unemploy- 
ment and sick benefit fund. Contri- 
butions to this fund fluctuate; some- 
times at 3 per cent of their payroll, 
sometimes less, depending on the 
size of the fund. 

Logically they would be expected 
to object and they do They get 
stooges to carry the torch, under the 
guise of representing the worker 

The railroader is represented by 
his union, the national chieis of 
which are strongly in favor of the 
Retirement Act, and caused it to be 
enacted in the first place. 

Legislation pending in Congress 
would liberalize payments to re- 
tired workers under the Railroad 
Retirement Act. To finance this it 
will be necessary for both the work- 
er and railroad to increase their 
payments into the fund. 

The carriers strongly object to 
this. The series of letters which you 
have recently carried in opposition 
to the retirement fund would seem 
to indicate a campaign, under the

Prime Example 

Harry P. Cain made the best possible use of 
his invitation from Senator Hennings of Mis- 
sourt to appear before the Senate Judiciary 
Subcommittee on Constitutional Rights. The 
Eisenhower appointee to the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board told the Senators, and 
through them the country, of case after case of 
gross mistreatment of American citizens, in the 
name of security. 

Take, for instance, what the former Republi- 
can Senator from the State of Washington, 
called a “prime example of Fascism.” Here it is 
as Mr. Cain related it to the Senators 

A Seattle man, whose name Mr. Cain did not 
disclose (the man has now identified himself 
as Irving August and thanked Mr. Cain for 
calling his case to public attention) wore his 
country’s uniform in the Korean war AS a 
front-line soldier, he received one of the most 
cherished of war decorations—the Combat In- 
fantryman’s Badge. 

After the soldier was released from service, 
he became a worker for the Red Cross. The Red 
Cross had enough confidence in him to want to 
send him overseas. In due course the Red Cross 
asked the Army for overseas clearance for him. 

The Army declined to clear the Red Cross 
worker who had fought for freedom in Korea. 
Thereupon the Red Cross gave him a choice- 
he could either resign from the Red Cross or 
be fired. He resigned. That was last April 27 

Naturally Mr. August wanted to know what 
this was all about. So he wrote to the Army. He 
asked what the charges were and said he be 
lieved he was entitled to know since he had 
never been a Communist and had not been a 
member of any organization listed as subversive 
by the Attorney General

ter. So then the former infantryman sat down 
and wrote a letter to President Eisenhower who 
used to be a soldier himself.

Golden Accomplishment 

Food and medicines are cleanly handled, in 
formatively labelled and produced without adul- 
terants today because of something that hap 
pened 50 years ago. That event of June 30, 
1906, the signing by President Theodore Roose- 
velt of the Pure Food and Drug Act, is being 
celebrated with Golden Anniversary programs 
throughout the nation this year and particularly 
in the last week of this month. Among the 
many business and professional organizations 
honoring this famous partnership of private in- 
dustry and Federal Government is the Institute 
of Food Technologists at its sixteenth annual 
meeting in St. Louis this week 

The idea on which federal food and drug reg- 
ulation was based is old as well as sound. In the 
Middle Ages, one of the purposes for which 
traders and merchants organized into guilds 
was to prevent adulteration of the spices they 
sold. The first general food law in the United 
\MIassachusetts in 1784. 
Missouri and Illinois passed pharmacy laws in 
1881. Most states had food laws by 1900. But one 
state law’s meat was another's poison, and all

together they were inadequate No one knew 
this better than the state chemists, 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, who won the sobriquet 
f “father of the Pure Food and Drug Act,” had 
been state chemist of Indiana, When he became 
chief chemist of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, he fought for federal regulation. 
The opposition was bitter. The New York Sun, 
for example, scorned Dr, Wiley as “chief jani- 
tor and policeman of the people's insides. 

Harvey Wiley was not a man who discouraged 
easily. As a farm vouth ambitious for an educa- 
tion, he had gone to Hanover College, five miles 
from his home in Indiana, without money, a job, 
friends, or clothes other than those he had on 
his back. He graduated from Hanover and from 
Indiana Medical College. He got his B.S. degree 
from Harvard by passing the entrance, sopho- 
more, juniof apd senior examinations in one 
incredible 17-day examination. P 

Edward Bok was another remarkable man 
who fought for food and drug regulation. As 
editor of the Ladies’ Home Journal from 1889 
to 1920 Mr. Bok waged war on makers of medi- 
cal nostrums and carried his crusade success- 
fully through lawsuits. 

Thanks to leaders like these, and.to a devoted 
following, many housewives among them, Amer- 
icams have been safeguarded in their foods 
and medicines for half a century. Today nearly 
100,000 establishments doing a business of more 
than $60,000,000,000 annually in food, drugs 
and cosmetics are subject to inspection and 
regulation by the Food and Drug Administration. 


The Golden Anniversary now being celebrated 
represents a partnership of business and Gov- 
ernment from which everyone concerned has 
profited. The regulated industries have thrived 
not only well but fabulously. No responsible 
person would think of severing. or weakening 
the business-Government co-operation, and in- 
stead all thoughts are directed toward strength- 
ening it for the still greater successes that beck- 
on in the half century ahead.

Buildine a Campaign Issue 

While Democrats are quietiy building up the 
record of the Chotiner case with an eye toward 
the fall campaign, the Republicans have just as 
quietly dropped Murray Chotiner 
worker to remove a campaign issue.

Whether he won his cases in Washing- 
ton or not, he was in as good a position to use 
political influence as was the former Demo- 
cratic National Chairman, William Boyle, whom 
Republicans vociferously criticized. 

Naturally the Chotiner case represents politi- 
cal ammunition, Senator Kefauver has said flat- 
lv it would be a campaign issue. The nation may 
even hear Democrats this fail talking about a 
“mess in Washington.” But the shifts on the Re- 
publican side are even more interesting.

Russian Fish Trap for Japan 

At the same time that Soviet Russia is en- 
frenching itself in the Middle East, making over- 
tures to India and her neighbors, grabbing 
trade outlets in Latin America and seeking to 
create dissention and win friends among the 
NATO nations, Moscow diplomats still have time 
to put Japan in a dilemma. They have baited 
their double-ended trap with fish. And Tokyo 
is going to have to do something about it. 

Ichiro Kono, Minister of Agriculture, has just 
returned from Moscow where he signed a pact 
which would give Japan access during the 1956 
season to the northwest salmon waters that Rus- 
sia controls, Fish is a major part of the Japanese 
diet. But a provision in the agreement makes 
the pact effective only on restoration of normal 
relations between the two countries.. That is 
what worries Tokyo. 

Tokyo still has no peace treaty with Moscow, 
since Japan is unwilling to surrender its claim 
to the Japanese-populated Southern Kuriles 
which Russia has occupied since World War II 
ended. All the indications are that the strong 
Conservative party element of the Cabinet would 
have to be ousted before Tokyo would give up 
its claim to the Kuriles. 

If that should happen it would be a matter 
of much concern to the United States. Yet with 
the heavy Russian hand resting on every Japa- 
nese family dinner table, it is not at all unlikely.

Would a single uniform for the 
armed forces and a single chief of staff 
cure the dissension in the Pentagon? 

Thomas K. Finletter, former Secre- 
tary of tke Air Service, is the latest 
to advocate the single-service concept. 
Gen. Carl A. Spaatz, who was the top 
air general before his retirement, urges 
not only a single service, single uni- 
form and single promotion list, but 
also a general staff. As a lesser meas- 
ure short of complete unification, he 
proposes an inde- 
pendent board of 
senior officers and 
topflight scientists 
wholly divorced 
from the individual 
services to pass up- 
on military - scien- 
tific developments. 

All of these sug- 
gestions hark back 
to one central ob- 
jective: to elimi- 
nate service parti- 
Sanship and strive 
for a_ relationship 
in which members 7 
of a united defense 
force would take a broad view of 
our military requirements and policy. 

There would be a considerable ad- 
vantage, for example, in merging the 
separate service academies into one 
academy affording a common _ back- 
ground program with specialized train- 
ing in air, sea and ground techniques.

Role for Joint Chiefs of Staff 


This newspaper has never shared 
the fear that a general staff, whatever 
its drawbacks, would mean the “prus- 
Sianizing” of the armed services. 

There would be merit in the separa- 
tion of the Joint Chiefs of Staff from 
service command functions so that they 
might concentrate entirely on strategic 
planning—as suggested by former Sec- 
retary of Defense Lovett, Vannevar 
Bush and others—if there could be as- 
surance that they would not lose stand- 
ing in the process. 

But there ought to be no illusion 
that any or all of these proposals would 
magically settle deep-seated differences. 
Such plans have been resisted in large 
part because leaders in the individual 
services who feel deeply about certain 
concepts fear that these would be sub- 
merged and not taken into account in 
an official party line. With the Air 
Force the predominant service, this 
could mean that air doctrine would pre- 
vail to the virtual exclusion of carrier 
aviation or even ground armies except 
for police work. 


“Officers of the United States 


This newspaper would like to see a 
system similar to that once proposed 
by Gen. Eisenhower, whereby senior 
officers would discard their identifica- 
tion with individual services and be- 
come merely officers of the United 
States. This and corollary measures 
might help to encdurage broader think- 
ing. 

Such doctrinal differences as devel- 
oped would be between individual au- 
thorities rather than between bureau- 
cratic machines. 

Disagreements continue, not because 
there is a lack of authority to make 
final decisions, but because the prob- 
lems are intricate, because there is no 
pat answer and no one can be alto- 
gether sure that a particular course is 
right 

It is cheaper for the country, in the 
long run, to undergo: these squabbles in 
the painful process of making big deci- 
sions ‘than to. adopt a decision by fiat 
that might turn out to be wrong. 

Any new plans to further unification 
ought to be considered on their own 
merits, and not with the idea that they 
will prevent controversy—or, indeed, 
that controversy itself is bad.

It is surprising that the squabbles 
among Army, Navy, and Air Force for 
control of the shiny new weapons roll- 
ing from the laboratories have not re- 
sulted in more high-level agitation for 
the development of a “single service” 
at the Pentagon. 

Certainiy quiet thought within the 
military services is being given again 
to the idea of carrying the unification 
of Army, Navy, and Air Force a deci- 
Sive step further—even to the point 
where the eroding boundaries between 
the services would be wiped out by act 
of Congress and there would be cre- 
ated one service—one uniform, one ci- 
vilian head, one chief of staff. 

The Symington subcommittee—inves- 
tigating the adequacy of the Air Force 
—is also examining this concept. 

In fact its members are looking back 
interestedly to what a certain Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said to West 
Point cadets back in 1945, namely that 
all forces “must work as a unit” and 
that “if IT had my way they would all be 
in the same uniform.” 


Weapons in the Atomic Age 


The tremendous problem now boiling 
up is posed by the weapons dreamed 
up in this age of electronics and nucle- 
onics and missiles and atoms, and by 
the new service “missions” which they 
make necessary. 

It is next to impossible to find. any 
guide in experience or tradition which 
will say “give this weapon or that mis- 
Sion to this service or thaf service.” 

A superb illustration of this problem 
is the Nike—the Army’s supersonic an- 
ti-aircraft missile which rings many 
cities. Historically anti-aircraft missions 
and weapons belong to the Army. 

At the same: time, traditionally the 
Air Force mans and controls the fast 
interceptors of the skies. 

Which, then, is the Nike” 

\ dividing line between Army anti- 
aircrait and Air Force interceptor was 
set up by giving to the Army missions 
lying within a 50-mile range. 

The Nike fell within this range, for 
its effective distance has been between 
25 and 30 miles. 


One Service for All Arms 


Ah, but the improved model, Nike B, 
has a range double that of Nike A 

Shall Nike B be handed over to the 
Air Force? 

Or take another issue. The Army 
needs, must have, airborne mobility—to 
get about faster. Shall the Army then 
have its own air arm—comprising heli- 
copters, troop transports, and ground 
support fighters’ The Air Force vigor- 
ously resists this. 

Or it can be asked further, when is 
a ballistic missile an artillery shell be- 
longing to the Army, an airplane be- 
longing to the Air Force, or a naval 
torpedo belonging to the Navy? 

And—the $64,000 question—to whom 
shall be: handed control over that “ulti- 
mate weapon,” the long-range intercon- 
tinental giant missile, when once it is 
achieved? To one service, or to an amal- 
gamated service comprising all arms? 

Do not all these overlapping mis- 
sions and claims to weapons, and these 
competitive and duplicating research 
and development programs for new 
missiles within the services, ‘present 
strong, new arguments for a “single 
service?” 

No one pretends that “a single serv- 
ice’ would overnight wipe out jurisdic- 
tional rivalries,.the historic frictions— 
or the sometmes useful competition 

But a single uniform, a single chief 
of staff—and most important of all, 
training programs which would have 
potential officers brought up in more 
than one tradition—would, it is ar- 
gued, go toward fitting the -nation’s 
military arm for its new tasks, 


Between Book Ends 


Lhe Man Behind Don Quixote 


CERVANTES. THE MAN AND HIS TIME. by Sebes 
tian Juan Arbo. Translated from the Spanish by 
lisa Barea. (Vanguard, 26! pas., $4.) 
Cervantes, author of the world’s first 
best-seller, “Don Quixote,” lived from 
1547 to 1616, during the waning days 
of Spain’s glory. The empire was be 
ginning to come apart but this was 
only faintly apparent to a _ people 
warmed by the exploits of heroic 
Conquistadores and day dreaming of an 
improbable age of chivalry. 

Cervantes lived adventurously du 
ing a romantic time. He would thus 
seem to be an ideal subject for a 
biographer. The 
fact is that no one 
has captured the 
man on paper. Al- 
though more is 
known of him 
than, say Shake- 
speare, there are 
still too many gaps 
in the information 
to bring him bio- 
graphically to life 

Sebastian Juan 
Arbo, a Spanish 
novelist, has made 
a recent attempt 

ante His work is terse 

and vivid, yet 

somehow Cervantes eludes him. Arbo’s 
emphasis is on Cervantes as a man of 
action. How this man came to write 

“Don Quixote” is something of a mys- 

tery. 

Cervantes was in his late fifties when 
he began his great novel. Most of 
Arbo’s book is devoted to what hap- 
pened to him before then. -It is the 
Story of a lad from poverty-stricken 
gentry moving from place to place in 
Spain, being educated beyond his 
father’s means; going to Italy as a 
prelate’s chamberlain and there join- 
ing a Spanish regiment and becoming 
a hero at Lepanto, the naval victory 
over the Turks. 

Arbo believes that Lepanto, in which 
Cervantes had his left hand maimed 
and for which he was commended by 
Juan of Austria, was of special im- 
portance in his life, giving him a feel- 
ing that he should be honored and sup- 
ported by his countrymen. When this 
did not turn out he was disillusioned. 


Much that is new is told of Cervan 
tes’s stay in Algiers, where he was held 
captive for five years. H@® made several 
attempts to escape, each time risking 
not.only his life but terrible torture 
On his return to Spain, he spent most 
of the rest of his life at such jobs as 
procuring supplies for the Grand Ar- 
mada. Even the popularity of the first 
part of “Don Quixote” brought him lit- 
tle money. 

Throughout his life Cervantes 
thirsted for adventure and camaraderie. 
And he cheerfully accepted his unlucky 
frustrated, penniless lot. 

The cheery attitude lights up the 
pages of “Don Quixote.” But what of 
his great good humor (which prompted 
an English critic to hesitate to advise 
anyone to embark on “a _ thousand 
pages of belly laughs’)? Arbo has 
nothing to say. What of the philoso- 
phical bent that resulted in symbols 
the world has taken to its heart con- 
trasting the visionary with the real, 
the dreamer and the boob?

HERE IS ONLY ONE SUBJECT of public interest and that 
is the rate and the character of the President's recovery.

Our Fragile Alliances. 


The essence of the problem 
of neutrality and alliances is 
that it is the problem of each 
sovereign state, and that there 
is no general rule. What is 
best for some states is not 
necessarily best for all states 
The vice of the Dulles position 
is that it presumes to judge and 
condemn on general grounds 
the policy of many states with 
whom we have no quarrel, who 
have done us no injury, who 
have as much right as we have 
to join or to refuse to join par- 
ticular alliances. Mr. Dulles 
should know that his sweeping 
'moral judgments will win him 
no allies, but can alienate many 
friends. 

The occasion for these un- 
timely and dangerous utter- 
ances is that certain of the 
new military alliances—particu- 
larly the Southeast Asia Treaty 
and the Baghdad Pact — are 
causing so much trouble that a 
reappraisal has become neces- 
sary. 


Grimly Standing Pat. 


The President’s friendly re- 
marks on neutrality reflect one 
aspect of this reappraisal in 
which he has undoubtedly been 
participating. Mr. Dulles’ harsh 
remarks reflect another side of 
the reappraisal. They reflect

Revolt Rules Changed. 

Gen. Aramburu’s use of the 
firing squad has changed the 
rules of revolution in Argen- 
tina and may affect the rules 
throughout revolution - ridden 
Latin America. 

Hitherto, army officers and 
their civilian allies could un- 
dertake a revolutionary venture 
without worrying too much 
about the penalty for failure. 
If they survived whatever shoot- 
ing engagements might be in- 
volved, they usually were con- 
demned to about six months in 


prison, after which they could | 


try again if they chose. 

A prison penalty or an op- 
portunity to go into exile had 
its advantages because these 
rules applied to both sides.

Ju is generally agreed that, In 


the peacetime development of 

automic energy, man has been 
lucky. He has been only dimly 
understood Thus far, except 
for some tragic accidents af- 
fecting small numbers of peo- | 
ple, the biological damage from 
peacetime activities (including 
the testing of atomic weapons) 
has been essentially negligible. 
Furthermore, it appears that | 
radiation problems, if they are | 
met intelligently and vigilantly, 
/*needj not stand in the way of 
the large-scale development of 
atomic energy. The continuing | 
need for intelligence and vigi- 
lance cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized, however. 

The problems of radiation fall 
naturally into two main classes: 
(1) The effects on human be- 
ings; (2) The various ways in 
which radiation can reach hu- 
manbeings through the environ- 
ment. 


EFFECTS ON HUMANS 

The inheritance mechanism {s 
By far the most sensitive to 
radiation of any biological sys- 
tem. 

Any radiation which reaches 
the reproductive cells causes 
mutations (changes in the ma- 
terial governing heredity) that 
are passed on to succeeding 
generations. 

Human gene mutations which 
produce observable effects are 
believed to be universally harm- 
ful 

Everyone is subjected to the | 
natural background radiation 
which causes an unavoidable 
quantity of so-called sponta- 
neous mutations. Anything that § 
adds radiatian to this naturally 
occurring background rate 
causes further mutations, and | 
is genetically harmful. 

There is no minimum amount | 
of radiation which must be ex- | 
ceeded before mutations occur. | 
Any amount, however small, 
that reaches the reproductive 
cells cause a correspondingly 
small number of mutations. The 
more radiation, the more muta- 
tions, 

Cumulative Harm. 

The harm is cumulative. The 
genetic damage done by radia- 
tion builds up as the radiation 
is received, and depends on the 
total accumulated gonad dose 
received by people from their 
own conception to the concep- 
tion of their last child. 

So far as individuals are con- 
cerned, not all mutant genes or 
combinations of mutant genes 
are equally harmful. A few 
may cause very serious handi- 
caps, many others may produce 
much smaller harm, or even no 
apparent damage. 

But from the point of view 
of the total and eventual dam- 
age to the entire population,

er doses may, however, be safe- 
ly and usefully delivered to 
limited portions of the body 
under the controlled conditions 
of medical treatment.) Very 
little is now known about how 
to treat the pathological effects 
of radiation or how to protect 
the body against them in the 
first place. Much research is 
| needed in these fields 

| One of the effects is a short- 
‘ening of life. This seems to 
‘involve some generalized ac- 
tion Irradiated individuals 
‘may age faster than normally 
even if they do not develop 
specific radiation-induced dis- 
eases like leukemia. It has not 
been shown that exposures 
small enough to be genetically 
tolerable have this effect. Fure 
‘thermore, the permissable exe 
posure levels that have been 
established for persons working 
with radiation appear to be 
within the limits of safety. 
However, it is not yet known 
what minimum dose, if any, 
would be necessary to produce 
a statistically noticeable reduc- 
tion of life span when very 
large numbers of people are 
concerned. 

ESNVIRONMENT AND 
FOOD SUPPLY 

Radiation in the general en- 
vironment has not yet become 
a serious problem. In a few 
decades, however, radioactive 
|waste products from atomic 
power plants will represent, an 

enormous potential source of 
‘contamination. How much of 
‘this radioactivity will actually 
reach the population depends 
on how successfully it can be 
kept out of the great network 
/—ocean and air currents, food 
and water supplies—which con- 
nect man to his Surroundings. 

At present test explosions of 
atomic weapons are the only 
significant source of radiation 
in the general environment, 
| above the natural background. 

Meteorologists have found no 
evidence that atomic explosions 
have changed the weather of 
‘climate. Nor do they believe 
that continued weapons tests, 
at the same rate and in the 
same areas as in the past, would 
have such an effect. 

Radiation from explosions 
passes into the atmosphere and 
|} much of it eventually returns to 

the ground as “fall-out.” 

Three Classes of Fall-out. 

Fall-out divides into three 
classes: (1) Close-in—material 
that comes down within a few 
‘hundred miles of the explosion 
and within 10 to 20 hours; (2) 
Intermediate—material that de- 
scends in a few weeks after the 
explosion; (3) delayed—material 
that remains in the air for 
months or years. 

Close-in fall-out from test ex- 
| plosions affects only restricted, 
| uninhabited regions. 
| Intermediate fall-out would 
| descend very slowly if it were 
'pulled down only by gravity. 
It is mostly washed out of the 
air by rain and snow, It spreads 
'over large parts of the earth, 
‘but its effect over a small area 
| may be accentuated if there is 
'heavy precipitation while the 
| radioactive cloud is overhead 
| Delayed fall-out is stored for 
| long periods in the stratosphere. 
| Meteorologists know very little 
about the interchange of air be- 
'tween the _ stratosphere and 
|lower layers, so they cannot 
| predict exactly how long the 
| material will stay up, or where 
| it is likely to descend. 
| At this point the oceans are 
not receiving any significant 
quantities of radioactive mate- 
'rial. But eventually they will 
undoubtedly be used as a re- 
_pository for some of the radio- 
active waste products of atomic 
| power plants. 
| Study of Currents Needed. 

Before this can safely begin 
on a large scale, much research 
is needed to determine the 
mixing rates between various 
parts of the seas. Materials de- 
posited in some of the deep 
| parts of the ocean may remain 
their 100 years or more, so that 
most of their radioactivity 
would be gone before they 
reach the surface water. On 
the other hand, material 
'dumped into coastal and other 
‘surface waters would directly 
affect marine life and, within a 
few years, would contaminate 
all parts of the world because 
of the relatively rapid circula- 
tion of surface layers. 

Radioactive tracers can be 
used to chart ocean and air cur- 
rents and to study the inter- 
relationships of marine animals. 
| Many important experiments in 
these fields will be possible only 
within the next 10 or 20 years. 
Increasing radioactive contami- 
‘nation of the sea and atmos- 
phere will make it impossible 
after that to detect the tracers 
against the heightened back- 
ground. 

Effect On Food Supply. 

Radiation from fall-out In- 
evitably contaminates man’s 
food supply. Radioactive ele- 
/ ments in the soil are taken up 
and concentrated by plants. The 
plants may be eaten by humans, 
or by animals which in turn 
serve as human food 

At present the contamination 
is negligible. But the maximum 
tolerable level is not known. 
There is not nearly enough in- 


— 


formation about the long-term 
biological effects on man or ani- 
mals from eating radiation-con- 


taminated food. Research in this 
area is urgently needed. 

Probably the most important 
potential food contaminant 1s 
' strontium 90—~a radioactive ele- 
ment that concentrates in bone 
tissue. Already, detectable al- 
though biologically insignificant 
traces of it have turned up in 
milk supplies thousands of miles 
from the site of atomic explo- 
sions 

Food from the oceans is also 
subject to radioactive contami- 
nation, Marine plants and ani- 
mals extract and concentrate 
various radioactive elements 
that get into sea water. The con- 
centration is cumulative, in- 
creasing as it proceeds up the 
chain from microscopic plank- 
ton to edible fish

About the Size of Dove. 
The coturnix quail is some- 
what smaller than the bob- 


white. It is comparable in size 


to the mourning dove although 
its looks belie its weight be- 
cause of its short, stubby tail 
feathers. At nine months of age 
its average weight is 4'2 ounces 
for the hens and four ounces 
for the males. The average 
weight of the mourning dove is 
four ounces.

Under 
such management, and with 
birds maturing at an extreme- 
ly early age, several generations 
are produced in a single year.”

The boabwhite incubation pe- 
riod is 23 days but the coturnix 
chicks hatch in the electric in- 
cubators in 16 to 17 days.

In the past few months, the question has been 
raised, “Is America behind in the development of 
atomic-electric power?” The full facts answer 
“No.” And America’s electric light and power in- 
dustry, in full co-operation with other organiza- 
tions in this country engaged in atomic research 
and development, will do its part to make sure 
the answer remains “No.” 


At the present time, for instance, the Atomic 
Energy Commission, the electric companies and 
various other organizations have built, or are 
building or planning, more nuclear reactors than 
all other nations combined. More in number and 
scope-—-90, representing many reactor designs. 
And more promising for the future—for every 
reactor today is largely experimental, built: to 
provide research in and knowledge of a whole 
new science and a new technology. 


Electricity from the atom 


Much of this research and knowledge has a 
direct bearing on one of the atom’s greatest prom- 
ises, the production of electric power. Far more 
experimentation will be required to prove which 
of the many types of reactors are most efficient, 
most workable and most economical. But we are 
well on the way to finding out. 


Foremost in this experimentation is the basic 
and comprehensive reactor research program led 
and carried on by the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. This research puts theories to the test, dis- 
covers how to design and build various types of 
reactors, uncovers basic problems and possibili- 
ties, and provides the vital first tries that are 
necessary before larger and better reactors can 
be designed and built. Already, these tests are 
separating the most promising from the least. 


The next step 


From this basic research—some of which is 
also being done by America’s independent elec- 
tric companies—the next step is big, full-size 
commercial atomic-electric plants. That step is 
being taken, too. The electric light and power 
eompanies already have 7 of these large atomic- 
electric plants on the way or under study. They, 
too, are experimental as far as their reactors go 
~—for they include a number of different kinds of

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reactors and various designs. Until they provide 
operating experience, no one will know which 
types are most useful for further development. 


The problem of producing electricity from the 
atom was solved long ago. But so long as we 
have adequate supplies of coal, oi] and gas that 
can produce low-price electricity, it would be 
wasteful for America to build large numbers of 
atomic-electric power plants which could produce 


electricity only at high cost. Our objective should — 


be economy and efficiency in reactor design and 
construction, without passing up any promising 
designs in our search. Progress toward this ob- 
jective is being made. 


Electric companies build 


More than 300 million dollars from individ- 
ual investors is involved in the planning and con- 
struction of atomic-electric plants and related 


research. A total of 44 electric companies is par- - 
sticipating in building these reactor plants.

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The Slow Approach

HE best-informed and experienced person will approach 
T a new experience, a new venture, with inward, if not 

open, dread. All teachers and parents have to keep 
When taking the first steps in presenting 
the lesson, remember that 
the learner's mind is not 
at its clearest. It is 
somewhat numbed by the 
fear that he may not do 
well, that he may prove 
to be a dud in this field 
This is likely. 

Get the attention of 
the pupil (or the class) 
first. Put him at ease. 
Begin slowly, speaking 
clearly, and present the 
first point. Watch to see 
if there is the light of un- 
going further.

OBVIOUSLY, there is no absolutely “right” solution 
for any of these family crises which occur so frequently in 
some families and. at least on occasion, in nearly all. How- 
ever, there are usually a few generally sound principles 
which can be applied—and in this case we could suggest the 
following: 

Break the news to your son before he finds out for him- 
self so that he will know the worst before he experiences 
the shock and heartbreak of seeing his product destroyed. 

Treat the matter as seriously as you know it seems to 
him—not from your adult point of view, which realizes that 
one usually gets over these things fairly quickly. 

Let him know, not only that you consider this a seri- 
ous situation, but that you are definitely on his side 

Point out to him that his little sister didn't do this 
against him. She just did it because she was frustrated and 
angry and because this was the first thing which came to 
hand. 

Not only take his side, but take him into your confi- 
dence and ask his help. Ask him what you can do to make 
it up to him. 

These were our suggestions ang the mother phoned us 
next day that it went off even better than she could have 
hoped. He took the news very calmly and sensibly. He ac- 
cepted the explanation that his sister didn't do it to hurt 
him and that she was sorry.
